of Indictment on Legal 


Holiday, 


Trial the fight for a new trial for 


Elmer Helm, sentenced to haiitf for 
the murder of W. ]: Hayes, will hinge 
on the question of the holidays de- 
clared by Governor Pardee after the 
San Francisco disaster, is indicated 
by the transcript on appeal which 
has been filed with the district attor- 
ney's office by Everts and Ewing, at- 
torneys for the convicted lad. The 
transcript, which was prepared 
by 


L. O. Everts at Santa Cruz, contains 
60,000 words and is the longest 
and 


most exhaustive document of its kind 
that has been filed in this county. 


The 
fact 
that 
the 
information 


Elmer Helm with the crime 


of which he was convicted,1 was .filed 
on a legal holiday, o» which ground 
his attorney asked for 
.1 dismissal 


of the charge against him when the 
case was brought tu trial in July, is 
made one of the major objections in 
the bill of exceptions, and it is un- 
derstood that the legal battle in the 
higher court will be fought out on 
this point. The document states that 
the judge 
erred in not granting the 


motion for a dismissal of the case 
on these grounds.- 


Besides this exceptionflfifteen oth- 


er exceptions oh points of law are 
taken to the comiuct of the judge and 
the district attorney's office during 
the trial. Besides the usual 
objec- 


tions to the action of the coiirt in re- 
fusing t« sustain the objections of the 
defendant and in sustaining the ob- 
jections of the prosecution, errors of 
law are alleged in the 
instructions 


given to the jury, and it is probable 
that this will play a large part in tin: 
contest in the higher court. Titt bill 
of exceptions also notes statements 
by the prosecution during the con 
duct of the trial avering that they 
were contrary to law and prejudicial 
to the substantial rights of the de 
fendant. 


Besides the error; in la<ar cited by 


the transcript, the document alleges 
that the evidence produced at the trial 


ins'ufficie'nt to warrant a. convic- 


tion for four reasons; first, that 
it 


was not proved that Elmer 
Helm 


was at. the scene of the murder; sec- 
ond, that it was not proved that he 
committed the murder; third, that the 
identification of the defendant by the 
witnesses for the prosecution 
was 


faulty; and, fourth, that, it was not 
stated which of the Helm boys com- 
mitted' the* crime and which was the 
abbettor. 


District Attorney Jones will have 


ten days in which to prepare amend 
ments to the bill of exceptions, and 
it will then be submitted to Judge 
Church for final action before it is 
sent to the higher court. 
It is not likely that the case will 


be submitted to the Supreme Court 
before some -time next month. 


At 4 o'clock tomorrow afternoon 


the venire from which the jury wi] 
try Willie Helm will be selected, is 
to be drawn. The trial of the younger 
brother is «et for the i;rth of this 
month.

now under ditrh; 800 miles of canals 
and ditches 'and 30,000 feet of tunnel 
have been completed; and 10,000,000 
cubic yards of earth and 3,000,000 cu- 
bic yards of rock havn been moved. 
Detailed topographic surveys have been 
extended over 10,000 square miles of 
country within which the' reclamation 
work ia located and 20,000 miles of 
lovcl lines have been run. 
Thre? hun- 


dred buildings, including offices and 
sleeping quarters for workmen, have 
been erected by tho reclamation ser- 
vice, and about an aqunl number by 
the. contractor*. Over 10,000 men and 
about 5000 horses nre at present cm- 
ployed. 


To Produce Revenue. 


The period of general survrys and 


examinations for project* is past. Kf- 
fort is now concentrated, in get ting! the 
water upon a sufficient area of irriga- 
ble land in cftch project to put it on 
a revenue producing basis. 
To bring 


nil the projects to this point will re- 
quire upwards 
of $40,000,000, 
which 


amount, it is estimated, will be avail- 
frbm tlie receipts at the disposal of 
public lands for the years 1001-1908. 


We may well congratulate ourselves 


upon the rapid progress already made, 
and rejoice that the infancy of the 
work has been safely passed. But we 
ninat not forget thai there arc dan- 
pcr« and .difficulties still ahead, and 
i!::il OH.}' 
unbroken 
vigilance, 
effi- 


ciency, integrity and good sense will 
puffice to prevent disaster. 
There ia 


now no question ns to where the work 
shall be done, how it shall 1* done, "r 
the precise way in whieh the expendi- 
tures shall bo made,. All that J» net- 
jtled. 
There remains, however, . the 


..critical question of. how beat to utilise 


ih* reclaimed lands by putting them 
into the hands of actual cultivators 
and horrid makers who will return 
the 


ordinal outlay in annual installment:; 
paid back into the rcclkmalion fund; 
£h* Question of teeing that the land* 


are used for homes and not for pur- 
ppscs of spmilution or for the build- 
ing up of large fortunes. 


This question ** by 110 means sim- 


ple, 
it is euay to nmko 
pi tins 
and 


spend money. 
During the time v.'hen 


tlte government i« making a great in- 
vestment like, this the meii iu charge 
are praised and tlte rapid progress is 
commended. But when the time comes 
for the government to demand the 
refund of the investment undor 
the 


terms of the law, then the law itself 
will *e put to the test and the qual- 
ity nf its administration will appear. 


The Pressing Danger. 


The pressing danger just uow springs 


from the desire of nearly every man 
to get and hold as much laud AS he 
can, whether he can nanale it profita- 
bly or not, and whether or not it is 
for the interest of the com unity that 
he should have it. The prosperity of 
the present irrigated areas came from 
the subdivision of the land and the 
consequent intensive cultivation. With 
an adequate supply of water, a farm 
of t\ve acred in some parU of the arid 
West, or of forty acres plmnvhere, is 
as large as may be successfully tilled 
by one family. 
When, therefore, a 


man attempts to hold 160 acres of land 
completely 
irrigated 
by government 


work, he is preventing others from ac- 
quiring a home and is actually kcep- 
ing_ down the population of the state. 


Speculation in hinds reclaimed by 


th* government must be checked, at 
•whatever cost. 
The object of the re- 


clamation aet is not to make money, 
but to make homes. 
Therefore, the 


Tequiremeats 'of the reclamation act 
that the ftfeo of the farm unit shall 
be limited in each region to the area 
which will comfortably support 
one 


family must be enforced in letter and 
in spirit. This does not nKtui that the 
farm unit shall be sufficient or the 
present family with its future grown 
:hildren find grandchildren, but rathe* 
that during the ten years of payment 
the area assigned for each family shall 
bo sufficient to support it. When once 
the farms have been fully tilled by 
Freeholders, little danger of land mo* 
nopoly will remain. 


This great meeting of practical Ir- 


rigatora ahould give particular atten- 
tion to tliis problem and others of the 
same kind. You should, and I doubt 
not that you will, give your effect- 
ual support of the ofrtcers of the gov- 
ernment in making 
the 
reclamation 


law successful in «U respect*, especial- 
ly in getting back the original invest- 
ment, so that the money may be used 
again in the completion of other pro- 
jects and thus in the -general extension 
of prosperity in the West. 
Until it 


has been proved that this crcat in- 
vestment of $40,000,000 in irrigation 
made, by the government 
will be re- 


turning to the treasury, it is useless 
to expect that the people of the coun- 
try will consider direct appropriations 
for the work. Let us give the reclama- 
tion Ben-ice a chance to utilize the 
present investment a second time be- 
foro discussing such;' increase. 
I look 


forward with great confidence to the 
result. 
' . 


The Forest Service. 


By the side of the reclamation ser- 


vice there 'ha* been grown up another 
service of not lesa interest and value 
to you of the West. This is the forest 
§ 


service, which was created when the 
charge of the forest reserves was trans- 
ferred from the interior department to/ 
the department of agriculture. 
The 


forest policy of the 
admmia^ratidu, 


which the forest service is engaged Jin 
carrying nut, is based, as I have ofwn 
said, on the vigorous purpose to make 
every resource of the Forest Reserves 
contribute iu the highest degree to the 
wrmancnt prosperity of the people who 
depend upon them. 
If ever the time, 


should come, when the Western Torscst 
are destroyed, there will disappear with 
them the -prosperity \)f Ine stockman, 
the miner, the lumberman, nnd the rail- 
roads, and, most important of ull, the 
small ranchman,.who cultivates'life own 
land. 
I know that you ore with me 


in the intention to" preserve the tim- 
ber, the water and the prass by usinp 
them fully, but wisely nn.l conservative- 
ly. We propose to tlo 'thia through the 
freest, find most cordial co-operation be- 
tween the. government and every man 
who is in sympathy with this policy, 
the wisdom of 
which un man 
who 


known the 
facts 
can for a moment 


doubt..

the forest service was established. Tt 
had a great task before it—to create 
or reorganize the service on a. hundred 
forest reserves 
ami to ascertain and 


meet the very different local conditions 
and-local needs all over the \\1cst. Tliis 
tnak is not tinishrd, nml of course H 
could not have been finished in ?o.short 
a tiiue. But the wort has been carried

I.imlwmcn an,l other 
users aro incrcarirg very rapidly and 


rssfully meeting a growing ueed. 
Land* in the forest reserve., that are 


more valuable for agriculture than for 
forest purposes are being opened 10 set- 
tlem«nt and entry as fast as their 
agricultural character can be ascertain- 
ed. There J> no longer excuse for say- 
ing that th« reserves retard the lepiti- 
n&te settlement and development of 
the country. 
On the 
contrary, they 


promote aiul sustain that development, 
und they will do so in no way more 
powerfully than 
through their direct 


contribution to the ichooli and roads. 
Ten per cent of nil the money received 
from the pout reserves poes to the state 
for thp use of the counties in which 
Hie reserve,:} lie, to be used for schools 
nn<l roaiU. The amount of thh contri- 
bution ii nearly 
$70.000 for the first 


year. It will grow steadily larger and 
will form a certain nnd permit source 
of income, \vhioh would not have been 
the ease with the taxc* whose place it 
take*. 


Finally a hndy of Intelligent, practi- 


cal, wpil-trninM men, eitizfn* of the. 
West, i* being built up—men in whose 
hands Hie 
public 
interest K, inrlwTing 


your own nre and will be safe. 


All thesp results nrft grind, hut they 


have not been achieved forest service 
alone. On the contrary, they represent 
the neeila and suggestions of the people 
of the whole West. 'Ihey embody con- 
stant changes and adjustments to meet 
these suggestion* and needs. The for- 
est policy of the 
government in the. 


Woat has now become what tho West 
desires it to be. It ia a national policy, 
wider than the boundaries nf nny state 
nnd larger than the interests of any 
single industry. 
Of course it cannot, 


give any net of men exactly what they 
would chno?e.- 
Undoubtedly the Irriga- 


tor would often like to have less stock 
on hi« watersheds, while tho stockman 
wants more. The lumberman would like 
to cut more timber, the 
settler and 


miner would often like him to out less. 
The county authorities want to 
see. 


more money coming in for schools and 
roads, while the lumberman nnd stock- 
man object to the rise in value of tim- 
ber anrl-grass. But the interests of tho 
people ns a whole nre, T repent, safe in 
the hands of the Forest Service. 


By keeping the public forests in tho 


public hands our forest policy substi- 
tutes th« good of the whole people for 
tho profits of the privileged few. With 
that result none will quarrel except the 
men who arc losing the chance of per- 
sonal profit at the public expense. 


Our Western forest policy is based 


upon meeting the wishes of the best 
public sentiment of the whole East. Tt 
proposes to create new reserves where- 
ever forest lands still vacant are found 
in the public domain nnd to give the 
reserves already made the highest pos- 
sible usefulness to nil the people. So 
far our promises to the people in regard 
to it have all been maile good; and I 
have fnith that-this policy will be car- 
ried to successful completion, because 
T believe that the people are'behind it.

not only enlarges the field of wholesome, 
individual opportunity, hut it is in a 
ve.ry especial degree, of national sig- 
nificance. 
It increases the opportunity 


For the development of agricultural re- 
in'ons of the republic, for multipVing 
the number of American farm/ and 
American 
homes, thereby augmenting 


Lhe great conservative fonres which arc 
the surest reliance and safeguard of our 
political institutions. 
I firmly believe 


that the most conservative elements 
will always be found upon the farm. 
You will generally

among the

The beginning that lias been made, 


through the invaluable aid of tho Na- 
tional Irrigation Congress, has not been 
made without opposition. 
That oppo- 


sition may be sleeping, but it ia not 
dead. 
There are, I am sorry to sav, 


indication* of its coming to active life 
again. 
In my judgment the field of 


operai ions is broad

enough to afford limitless opportunity 
for both private and governmental en- 
terprise to do their uttermost for een- 
'urics to come, and there is no good 
•eason why either should encroach up/ 
m the domain of the other.
